SOLDIERS GRAVES RECORD- 
ED 

The burial place of Virginia 
soldiers who fall on foreign soil 
will be properly recorded by the 
graves registration units of the 
U. S. Army. This service oper- 
ates closely behind the combat 
area, burying the dead, recording 
and marking the graves, and col- 
lecting personal effects. Except 
when combat interfers, overseas 
burials are approximately the 
same as those conducted in the 
United States with full military 
honors rendered. Rites are min- 
istered by a chaplain of the de- 
ceased own faith when possible.

Primary System of roads, for the I Date 
fiscal year 1943-1944 is made to-' 



day by the State Highway De- 
partment. This amount, which is 
$800,000. or 16 2-3 per cent less 
than that for 1942, completes 
the program for the State roads, 
$5,000,000 having recently been 
announced as the allocation for 
the secondary System of roads 
to which there are 37,486.61 
miles. 

The $4,000,000 for the Primary 
System will be distributed on the 
basis of $230 per mite. This 
amount is $46 more per mile 
than was allowed last year for 
the absolutely necessary main- 
tenance operations but was made 
necessary due to the increased 
cost of labor and materials. The 
exact amount which each con- 
struction district will receive has

The little 
hook nook created many years 
ago by the Women's Municipal 
League has done — and continues 
to do — a good job in supplying 
current fiction and works of non- 
fiction to its subscribers, but .its 
facilities and its offerings are 
not adequate for the job in 
hand>- 

School children are given out- 
aide assignments of reading and 
Investigation of varied ' subjects 
by their teachers. Unless their 
own homes possess better-than- 
average reference libraries (and 
most of those ar e not sufficien tly 
modern for today's needs) the 
children are at a standstill, un- 
certain as^to where they can do 
the required work.

even his traveling charges shall 
be defrayed. 

"But if he thinks this too much 
trouble, and prefers the repose 
of a city life to the toils of war, 
let him not, on land, assume the 
office of a pilot. The city, in it- 
self, furnishes abundance of top- 
ics for conversation; let it con- 
fine its passion for talking with- 
in its own precincts, and rest 
assured that we shall pay no at- 
tention to any councils but such 
as shall be framed within our 
camp."

COMPLETE PROTEINS PRO- 
MOTE MAXIMUM HEALTH 

With food shortages impend^ 
ing, the quality and quantity of 
proteins in the human diet is 
assuming greatly increased im- 
portance. This 'subject was re- 
cently emphasized by Dr. Morris 
Fishbein, Editor, Journal of the 
American Medical Association. 
He says many people think only 
in terms of vitamin deficiency in 
connection with nutrition . 

However, when the facts be- 
come known regarding conditions 
now prevailing in central Europe. 
Dr. Fishbein feels certain it will 
be found that protein starvation 
is far more serious than vitamin 
deficiency because it produces a 
breakdown of human tissues. This 
in turn opens the way to disease 
to a far greater extent than is 
ordinarily caused by vitamin de- 
ficiency. 

"in this connection," states

NO MOKE WITCH HUNTING 

There no indications that the new Assistant Attorney General, 
Tom C Clark, intends to assure all concerned a fair deal, to replace 
the Thurmun Arnold raw deal, with which he harrassed corporate 
and private business when he was at the head of the .Antitrust Di- 
vision of the Department of Justice The Division has decided on 
shifting a large part of its activities to matters that involve the de- 
livery of fraudulent goods to the Government, overcharging, or put- 
ting across "some other trick to secure an additional dollar." 

"The American people and the enlightened leaders of American 
business hope that we shall be able to preserve in our country the 
principle of free enterprise," he says, "but this does not mean free- 
dom of the old, the established, the entrenched, entrenched." who 
gang up on the new, the small, the unprotected. It does not mean 
the freedom of dollars to black-jack brains. It does not mean the 
freedom of dollars to high-hat brains It doos not mean freedom to 
abduct knowledge, to deprive the American people of the fruits of 
their greatest resource, investive genius. . . It does mean freedom of 
opportunity for all people to engage in legitimate business on an 
equal footing, with special privileges to none. It does mean freedom 
of American dollars to buy the most for their American owners." 

In a sort of preview statement the new Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral pictures the re-birth of private industry on a basis "capable 
of showeringus with bounty beyond and previous human experience." 

American business has nothing to fear so long as it plays the 
game fairly, he announced. "Speaking for the Attorney General of 
the United States," he added: "I can assure you there will be no 
witch-hunting, no up-rooting of American customs or traditions; 
but there will be practical, swift, hard-hitting law enforcement." 

The American public Will be perfectly satisfied with the above 
just as long as Tom Clark holds the ceiling tight enough to keep 
the witch-hunters from escaping. 

> PATRIOTIC INVESTORS 

With the success of the second war loan campaign, it is clear 
that the American people are not forgetting the value of investing 
in the future of their country. Viewed as a straight business propo- 
sition, it would be hard to find a sounder investment. But we know 
that is not the realpurpose behind American purchases of wan bonds. 
It is plain American patriotism — the desire to give every assistance 
to our fighting men, the desire to see our nation victorious in a 
righteous war. 

An outstanding example of how Americans feel about war bond 
purchases is provided by the recent announcement by C. E. Wilson, 
president of General Motors, that employes of the Corporation 
throughout the country have purchased, through pay roll deductions, 
war bonds with a maturity value of more than $100 million. This 
1s in additions to their cash purchase's of bonds; of which the com- 
pany has no record. Currently, 363,563 G. II. workers — 97 per cent 
of the number employed — are patriotically and wisely investing a 
portion of their earnings in Series "E" bond;. Thus far they have 
purchased 3,058,838 certificates. 

Mr. Wilson pointed out that all of this had been done on a 
wholly voluntary basis, with the Corporation agreeing to handle 
deductions, purchase and deliver the bonds at. the employe's request. 
This is a fine demonstration of the manner in which a big job can 
be done when everyone works together in a common cause, and with 
justifiable pride all G M plants are displaying this message from 
the Secretary of the Treasury: . 

"Congratulations to the employes of General Motors who, in 
addition to producing the tools for victory, have purchased more 
than $100 million worth of War Bonds during the 'Save and Serve 
for Victory' campaign. May the second anniversary of this program 
show even greater accomplishment in War Bond purchases." 

Indeed, in the light of this record, one is inclined to agree 
with Mr. Wilson when he says, "wehave every reason to believe this 
fine showing will be mainteined or even exceed in the future." 

ABILITY TO PAT 
There is no reason whatever for regarding the current theory 
and practice of income taxation as above criticism or improvement, 
and it is impossible to understand how the Administration and Con- 
gress could have pride of authorship in the obscure, confused, com- 
plicated document which is known as the income tax law. That is 
the opinion of Harley L. Lutz, professor of Public Finance of Prince- 
ton University, who also observes in the current issue of Tax Review, 
that "one of these theories, namely ability to pay, has been extreme- 
ly influential in the shaping of income tax policy," and yet, he adds, 

"it is far from correctly understood or accurately applied." 

It takes a Univehsity professor to work out all the answers in an 
interesting but prolix analysis of taxation. "Indeed," he observes 
with a perfect Princeton flourish, "those who regard the existing 
system as a perfect example of taxation according to ability believe 
that the system has this virtue solely because of the progressive 
feature. In the current interpretation, abilty taxation means pro- 
gressive taxation, and to the question as to why progression is neces- 
sary, the innocent answer is given that it means taxation according 
to ability." 

"THE EVER-NORMAL POCKETBOOK" 
When the United States went to war the volume of consumers 
short-term debts had reached a high record of 9.7 billion dillars, a 
jump of a billion over the previous year. Shortly after the begin- 
ning Of the war restrictions were placed on installment buying, all 
the way from furniture and store goods to automobiles and buying 
a home. Drastic restrictions have put crimps in installment credits. 
Restrictions and limitations on bank credits have been put into ef- 
fect. New debts have been spaced out so they can be paid in small 
sums. 

Mortages have been paid off to an unusual degree since the be- 
ginning of the the war. Debts have been r duced. The Office of 
War information says it "helps to maintain the ever normal pocket- 
book." More than that these limitations of credits may serve to im- 
press the people of our country to bridge the gap between war and 
peace. 

People who can— and do — save money should be quite "hunky- 
dunky" in post-war times. But the rest of the population will look 
for the return of the "installment plan" and terms of credit that 
were good enough when they wanted radios, tires, and the comforts 
of a home, or a way to meet their insurance premiums. There's a 
practical post-war program that desrves early attention. 

' FREIGHT BY FLIGT 
i A year ago the handling of the "air cargo" was in the trial 
stages. Air ships were increasing their loads of mall, express and 
freight, and the growth of the "freight by flight" was almost un- 
believable. But now the figures are added and reported. The air 
lines increased then; cargoes 108 per cent in 1942 over 1941. 

The domestic airlines carried a total of 40,101,657 pounds of 
express and flew 40,096,554,805 pounds of mail. The revenue pas- 
senger miles flown in 1942 were 1.398,042,146. 

The air lines under contract with the armed forces, are engaged 
in transport services to the principal battle fronts of the world — 
men and boys from your own locality.

Operations' Curtailed 

Highway Commissioner James 
A. Andersan has pointed out that 
of the 9,320 miles of roads in 
the Primary. System 9,018.23 of 
these are so-called main roads 
as compared with the Secondary 
System which has 37,486.61 miles 
some of which have very little 
improvement. There are 260.26 
miles in the Primary System 
which are in incorporated towns 
of 3500 popul ation or less.

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Bicyclists Urged to Study 
Road Rules as Injury £heck 

Increased Use of Bicycles Will Step Up Fatilities This 
Year Unless Safety Factors Are Observed, 
TA A Tells School Chi Wren 



Unless both child and adult 
bicyclists learn and practice safe 
bicycle driving rules, 1943 will 
see a great increase in the 900 
fatilities and 37,000 injuries 
which involved bicyclists in 1941. 
John B. Dey, vice-president of 
the Tidewater Automobile Asso- 
ciation, declared in announcing 
distribution of 3000 May AAA bi- 
cycle safety posters to local 
schools. The poster emphasizes 
the need for bicyclists to give 
arm signals of intention to turn 
or stop to cncoming motorists. 

"Use of bicycles is increasing 
by leaps and bounds with many 
adults taking to this popular two 
wheel vehicle for shopping and 
going to and from work," Mr. 
Dey said. "Boys and girls es- 
pecially between the ages of five 
and fourteen are great bicycle 
enthusiasts, and it is-a sad fact 
that more than half of the fatili- 
ties involving bicyclists involve 
this age group. Too, it is amaz- 
ing how few bicycles drivers real- 
ize that they must know and 
obey the same traffic regulations 
as automobile drivers.

Sugar for Canning

vey. He spoke, too, of the nec- 
essity of accommodation listings 
near public carrier transporta- 
tion. Is any vacation locale in 
Virginia better served in this res- 
pect, from Washington or else- 
where, than Virginia Beach? 

Although the Beach can expect 
a substantial service business this 
summer, there still will be plenty 
of room for civilian vacationists. 
That this room exists must be 
broadcast through all available 
means — utilizing not only the 
facilities of our Chamber of 
•Commerce, the State Chamber 
'Of Commerce and the Conserva- 
tion Commission, but the adver- 
tising columns of the metropoli- 
tan newspapers as well. Partic- 
ularly does the Beach need such 
assistance as Mr. Arnold and his 
Agency can provide in carrying 
this story to the public, but neith- 
er the Beach not the public will 
lie best served if his press state- 
ments overlook these facilities or 
suggest by inference that they 
are too expensive for the aver- 
age vacationist.

To ap- 
praise Nazi deception of the past 
is valuable only as it enables us 
to understand Nazi pretensions 
of the present — among them the 
pretension that Nazism is the 
champion of Christian civiliza- 
tion. 

It is the enemy of Christian 
civilzation. It is the champion 
of one race Christianity is the 
champion of mankind. It knows 
nothing about race. It knows 
only man. There could hardly be 
a more effective way in which to 
destroy Christianity than to sub- 
stitute for its universal nature, 
resting as it does upon the prin- 
ciple that all men are equal be- 
fore God, the Nazi doctrine of 
"Aryan" racial supremacy. Who- 
ever is the champion of Chris- 
tian civilization today, or at any 
other time, must love the whole 
race of man, not a segment of it. 
That the Nazis cannot fulfill this 
essential requirement, for all 
their pretensions, is made clear 
by Mr. Herman in his new book 
when, reporting on the new bap- 
tismal formula used in Germany 
he writes, "Christening by water 
and the Holy Spirit is, of course, 
totally rejected in favor of a so- 
called simple declaration made 
by the child's father: .'I swear by 
God this holy oath, that I am 
the father of this child of my 
wife and that I am demonstrably 
of Aryan descent. As father of 
this child I promise to ra ise h im

PRETENSIONS 

Stewart W. Herman, Jr., was 
pastor of the American Church 
In Berlin from 1936 to 1942. He 
had ample opportunity to observe 
designs of the Nazis as these per- 
tain to Christianity and the 
Church, and in his new book, 
-It's Your Soul We Want," he 
adds fresh evidence to that al- 
ready accumulated to emphasize 
the bitter hostility of National 
Socialism to the Christian relig- 
ion. 

It is all the more important— 
yes, even imperative — that this 
aspect of Nazism be grasped and 
properly evaluated lest any Am- 
erican be deceived by the pre- 
tension of the Nazis to be the 
%h*m ptnn» of Christian civiliza- 
tion. This pretension, which they 
Me stressing now that military 
disaster faces them, is as easy 
lor them to put forward as was 
4beir earlier one to the effect 
that they desired only peace and 
had no further territorial am- 
Jdttons in Europe after having ac- 
SjBtred the Sudetenland. This

KEEP AMERICA AMERICAM 

Ever since I first heard Father 
Boland use the trenchant phrase 
which is my text, I have felt that 
in those three words, properly 
understood, lies the hope of uni- 
ty, the expression of that for 
which we are fighting and the 
way to achieve the Victory for 
which we all hope. 

Keep America American— this 
is the defiant challenge of the 
finest ideal ism the world has 
known. It is a clarion call to 
action in the fight between the 
forces that would destroy and 
those which would build man up 
to his proper stature. 

Keep America American— this 
is no creed of isolationism, no 
shutting of the gates of the spir- 
it to the problems of the warld, 
no selfish hoarding of our re- 
sources of brain and body for 
the use and comfort alone of 
those already within our nation. 

Keep America American— this 
does not mean a yardstick of 
nationality by which to measure 
our fellow citizens. The yard- 
stick we must use is that of the 
spirit — an unselfed devotion to 
the credo that all men are creat- 
ed equal. We are the first self- 
created People in the world — not 
segregated by race or creed or 
color but bound together by a 
common bond of belief that we 
are all entitled to the rights and 
responsibilities of freedom. 

Keep America American — let 
us never forget that this nation 
was founded on unity, and that 
to achieve unity men must act 
for the good of all, not as self- 
seeking groups of individuals. 

Keep America American — let 
us preserve our rights by care- 
ful usage of them. This country 
is the land of liberty, not license. 
Any change must come under the 
orderly processes of our own laws, 
not under the sudden whim of 
any dictator. 

Keep America American — let 
no disunity appear among us. Let 
us keep the old ideals of oppor- 
tunity for all, not favors for a 
privileged few. Let us grant to 
our neighbor the same rights we 
claim for ourselves. Let us re- 
member that the cornerstone of 
the nation is religious liberty, 
and let us not discriminate 
against our neighbor because of 
the faith, the class or the party 
to which it belongs. 

Keep America American — let 
us stand together and face the 
world as a united nation, dedi-

in America, the maker's trade-mark has become the symbol of an 
economic democracy. Certain trade-marks we Americans, as con- 
sumers, have "elected" for our patronage. Through years of deal- 
ing with the concerns those trade-marks represent, we have come to 
know that they are honest, that their sandards are high, and that 
their products are dependable. 

Thus upon confidence has been erected the structure of our Amer- 
ican economy. 

Now, in wartime, it becomes necessary to adapt that economy to 
wah conditions. But we shall be remiss in our responsibility as Ameri- 
cans if we permit the architects of that adaptation, motivated by 
a hidden urge to "reform," to eliminate the use of brands and trade- 
marks needlessly, without contributing one whit to the war effort 
by so doing. 

The danger is real. We find an example in the underwear indus- 
try. Ostensibly to help that industry, the Office of Price Adminis- 
tration threatens to impose upon the industry's products price ceil- 
ings so low thai they would bar the makers of trade-marked under- 
wear from continuing to uphold their production standards and from 
continuing ,by their advertising, to keep their names alive. 

Let an industry, under force, abandon its advertising and that 
industry's collective trade-mark —that industry's contribution to the 
masonry of our economic foundation— will crumble into dust. 

The war effort does not require that manufacturers shall cease 
to offer their goods under their individual trade-marks. The dis- 
tribution of trade-marked goods through advertising has improved 
the quality of the things we buy, it has lowered unit production and 
distribution costs by permitting large-scale operations, and it has 
played no small part in providing-the-people of the United States 
with the highest standard ofjjymg any country has ever enjoyed. 

Concerned as deeply as we are with winning this war, we Ameri- 
cans must guard against the encroachment of the kind of govern- 
mental action that, pretending to adapt our economics to abnormal 
conditions, moves needlessly towads revolutionizing the system of 
free enterprise that has made this country great. 

Unless we keep vigilant, when victory comes we may find that 
we have won freedom for others and lost some of the most valuable 
fruits of economic liberty for ourselves. 

~~^ TREASURT NEEDS THE MONET 

The United States Treasury has borrowed money from the Federal 
Reserve Bank on special certificates of indebtedness and it seems 
things haven't been going so hot as expected in Mr. Morgenthau's 
establishment. The certificates outstanding on March 15 reached 
about $1,300,000,000. The Treasury deals in billions that run so 
high that the average man cannot see the top. 

"PAY AS YOU GO" 

In the tax talk that has crowded conversations and discussions 
in print for the last several months, the concentration has been 
upon "pay-as-you-go" to such an extent that not much attention 
has been given to another new feature that seems about to be in- 
troduced into the Federal taxation system. Congresional committees 
have been gatherng data as to the effect of taxes upon business— 
not so much on individual businesses as upon business as a whole, 
and therefore the degree of prosperity or depression. Thoughts put 
into circulation in the last week by committee members of both 
Hjouse and Senate center in the notion that there should be allow- 
ances for post-war reconversion reserves and encouragement of 
"risk" capital. The belief is that the only way to keep jobs going 
after America's manpower gets through with the job of fighting a 
war and building war materials is to make certain that there is 
capital with which to finance production. Conversion to wax was 
less of a problem than reconversion to peace Will be, because gov- 
ernment provided the orders with which to finance the conversion,, 
whereas in only a few instances will it be possible for civilian cus- 
tomers to come forward with orders far enough in advance to assure 
financing of reconversion.

Inspection Waived 
Heretofore an inspection of the 
premises by the air raid warden 
was suggested before a V-Home 
certificate was issued. This pro- 
vision has now been waived by 
Defense Councils and the house- 
holder's word that the family is 
observing the essentials of the 
war effort on the home' front is 
all that is required. Block and 
Neighborhood leaders are now 
empowered to award the V-Home 
certificate to those entitled to ft. 
It is hoped by the Civilian De- 
fense organization that the dose 
of the present campaign will see 
a V-Home sticker in the window 
of every Virginia home as visual 
evidence that the Old Dominion 
is giving 100' per cent allegiance 
to and support of the sacrifices 
of the boys on the battle fronts.

THE HOME STRETCH 

The Rural Press Farm Scrap 
Campaign is now in its last few 
days, and although the rural 
press in Virginia has more than 
done its part, the farmers of the 
State have not. Reports on the 
amount of scrap being turned in 
are very discouraging, according 
to headquarters, which urges that 
if a particular drive has not been 
started in your county it should 
be started now. The State's quo- 
ta is 87,500 tone, every ounce of 
it vitally needed for war produc- 
tion. The campaign commitee 
wants to remind farmers of two 
facts: no machine is worth sav- 
ing in its entirety for parts, and 
unless a machine is worth re- 
pairing, painting and using now, 
it should be sent to war as scrap. 
CEILINGS SET ON MARKET 

BASKET FOODS 
Maximum prices now being es- 
tablished by OPA for the market 
areas of the three OPA district 
offices — Richmond, Norfolk, Roa- 
fioke — aTe expected to cover BO 
per cent of the foods in the fam- 
ily market basket by June 1. 
These maximus will be top prices 
in each principal city and its 
"market area," which the dis- 
trict offices of the OPA have de- 
fined. By June, the OPA expects 
to complete prices for the first 
three market area districts and 
then undertake the same job for 
all other localities in Virginia. 
Community-wide top prices are 
intended to simplify regulations 
for the storekeeper and the 
housewife and to make the con- 
sumer a partner in the enforce- 
ment of wartime price ceilings. 
OVERSEAS PARCEL POST 
Packages may now be mailed 
to a Virginia soldier overseas if 
a request is received from the 
soldier and the envelope bearing 
the APO cancellation mark is 
presented at the. time of mailing. 
Formerly, the approval of the 
commanding officer was required. 
Current restrictions as to weight 
and size of packages remain in 
effect. 

FIGHT POTATO BLACK 
MARKET 

OPA investigators are being 
sent into major shipping centers 
of the early crop of white pota- 
toes, and into approximately 30 
of the country's principal termi- 
nal market ares in an effort to 
prevent black market practices. 
Maximum prices for c ountry 
shippers of early crop potatoes in 
the South and Southwest range 
from $2.40 to $2.50 a hundred 
weight, except for Florida, where 
the maximum is $3.10. Some ar- 
rests have already beMOnade. 

WAR-TIME DAIRY <BARN, 
FENCES, GATES . 

Plans for adairy barn that 
uses a minimum of critical ma- 
terials may be obtained free from 
the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture, Washington, D. C, by writ- 
ing for a leaflet on "A Wartime 
Dairy Barn." How to make fences 
and gates with a minimum of 
metals can also be obtained by 
writing for the folder 'Wooden 
Fences and Gates." 

PASS THE "SECONDS" 

New tires and tubes which 
have imperfections are now sold 
under separate maximum whole- 
sale and retail prices set by OPA. 
The new prices are based on dis- 
counts of 20 per cent from the 
maximum price for perfect truck 
tires and tubes, and 25 per cent 
far other types. 
PARTS FOR TRUCKS, BUSES 

Contrary to general opinion, 
owners of trucks and buses do 
not need a preference rating to 
bay a replacement part.

SEED POTATOES IN BULK 

Virginia retailers are now per- 
mitted to sell seed potatoes in 
any quantity for planting pur- 
poses only.

Increase of 8 Per Cent Over 
1942 Acreage in State Is 
Expected This Year 



Virginia growers plan on plant- 
ing this year 36,700 acres of to- 
matoes for canning. This is an 
increase of 2,700 acres or 8 per 
cent over the acreage planted in 
1942. The 1942 acreage was an 
increase of 42 per cent over 1941. 
These figures show that tomato 
growers in Virginia are doing 
their utmost to heup in the pro- 
duction cf this crop so essential 
to the war effort, L. B. Dietrick, 
vegetable garden specialist, Vir- 
ginia Agricultural Extension Di- 
vision says.

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8- Point Program Designed 
To Spur Milk Production 

Dairy Industry Committee Recommends Efficient 
Produ ction Methods to Local Dairy 
Farmers to Increase Product 



Dairy farmers in the Virginia 
Beach area are being urged to 
adopt an eight-point program, 
designed to stimulate milk pro- 
duction, which has been pre- 
pared by the Dairy Industry 
committee, composed of repre- 
sentatives of seven nation-wide 
dairy industry organizations. The 
program, based on recommenda- 
tions of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, calls on dairy farm- 
ers to put into effect approved 
methods for efficient milk pro- 
duction. 

American dairy farmers have 
been asked by the Government 
to produce this year 122 billion 
pounds of milk — 57 thousand 
million quarts. If they are to 
achieve this record-breaking pro- 
duction, says E. W. Barker, man- 
ager of the Southern Dairies 
plant. It is imperative that dairy 
cews be kept en the farms and 
that the average production per 
cow increased. 

"Farmers will teep their dairy 



cows if they are able to get a 
fair return," Mr. Barker assert- 
ed. "They will get a fair return 
—better than ever before — if 
efficient, scientifically - proved, 
though relatively simple, meth- 
ods of crop planning, cow feed- 
ing and farm management are 
adopted generally. 

"The Dairy Industry Commit- 
tee has selected from a great 
mass of Government dairy-feed- 
ing and management data eight 
priciples for efficient milk pro- 
duction that can be applied uni- 
versally. The suggestions are 
Government recommendations, 
details of which are available 
from county agents, By carry- 
ing out this program, we beaeve 
dairy farmers will be able to 
achieve greater milk production 
during this national food crisis 
and. at the same time, obtain 
better returns from their cows."

The Cffice of Price Adminis- 
tration yesterday amended its 
meal rationing regulations to 
wipe out certain restrictions on 
the custom-slaughtering of home 
produced, livestock for consump- 
tion on the farm; and at the 
same time gave details of ration- 
ing rules that apply to other sit- 
uations involving home-produc- 
ed meat. „ 

Under the regulations as orig- 
inally drawn, a fanner, who 
brought his own cattle to a 
custom slaughtering plant for 
slaughter and dressing had to 
surrender red point stamps for 
resulting meat, while if he 
killed, and dressed the animal 
himself on the farm the meat- 
was "ration-free." 

T! is situation is eliminated 
and other meat rationing prob- 
lems ihat face the farmer are 
clarified in today's amendment. 

The regulations now provide 



• that a farmer and his family 
I may consume meat raised on any 
farm he owns or operates, and 
may transfer meat from one of 
h£> farms to another to provide 
food for members of the house- 
hold, without giving up ration 
points. However, if the farm 
owner, lives m a city, or any 
place other than a farm, he must 
give up ration points for the meat 
he consumes off the farm, al- 
though he need not necessarily 
pay for the meat in money.

DICTATORSHIP BY DEFAULT 

There is a possibility that this 
nation may go -totalitarian by 
default. And if that happens, 
we will see "the beginning of a 
cycle of tyranny and impoverish- 
ment such as other nations have 
experienced when the individual 
was superseded by the State." 
That is the warning of Eric 
Johnson, president of the United 
States Chamber of Commerce. 

The danger of America going 
totalitarian arises from the illu- 
sion that government is blessed 
with an inexhaustible supply of 
wisdom and cash, which can be 
drawn on freely without any 
attached to freedom. It is a 
dangerous illusion, a warped 
conception of democracy, the re- 
sult of which has been a stag- 
gering grownth of bureaucracy, 
debt, and political domination of 
private effort. It must be erased 
before the future can be ap- 
proached with confidence. 

Our republic became great be- 
cause it has always been a land 
of individual enterprise. Its 
people grew strong because they 
were free and self-reliant. A man 
who had a good idea and was 
willing to work to put it into ef- 
fect, received encouragement and 
reward, providing he could actu- 
ally give people something they 
needed and wanted. Thus indus- 
try was built. Hard work by in- 
dividuals keeps it going. Our 
bountiful natural resources — the 
oil, coal and metals so vital to 
victory— would still be buried in 
the ground but for. the individu- 
als who were not afraid to take 
risks and back up those risks 
with a lot of sweat. 

The people of many nations 
are counting on this country. 
The men- and women of America 
are literally the last hope for a 
better civilization. It is incon- 
ceivable that, with the tradition 
of greatness which is theirs, they 
will seek to solve their problems 
by following the same tawdry 
path of government idolatry that 
has destroyed civilization in a 
large part of the world. •

tected, too. In a great many in- 
stances these people are essential 
war workers or families of mili- 
tary personnel.

It should be clear that the 
present exemption applies only 
to housing in a resort communi- 
ty, wholly seasonal in character 
and customarily rented on a sea- 
sonable basis, which was not 
rented between November 1, 1942, 
and March 31st of this year.

(Continued Prom Page One) j 
repairing fences, hauling manure 
and other such jobs. Tempera- 
tures averaged above normal and 
this was also a distinct advan- 
tage to meat crops. Cooler wea- 
ther prevailed the latter part of 
the week and la Loudoun County 
it was repotted unseasonably 
cool. 

Behind to Field Work 
A further retardation of field 
work was caused by the rain the 
past week, and was reported 8 
days behind usual compared with 
7 a wedf earner. However, in 
most counties considerable field 
work was done. Considerable 
advance was made In the plant- 
ing of cotton and some progress 
was made in the planting of corn 
and soybeans. The setting of 
flue-cured tobacco was progres- 
sing rapidly. In Accomac and 
North Hampton Counties the re- 1 
planting of tomatoes was being 
completed and the cultivation of 
early potatoes and other truck 
crops was proceeding rapidly, 
following the rain. The setting 
of tomatoes in the Northern 
Neck and other eastern counties 
made rapid progress during the 
week. 

Pastures, gardens, hay, and 
commercial truck crops respond- 
ed quickly to the improved mois- 
ture conditions, and the condi- 
tion of all growing crops, except 
wheat and barley is good. While 
wheat showed a slight improve- 
ment, the appearance of the crop 
in most sections is somewhat 
discouraging. Prospects for early 
potatoes are also quite promising. 
Strawberries were being picked 
and marketed in a small way in 
Norfolk, Princess Anne, and 
North Hampton Counties. Prices 
received were very good ranging 
from 47.00 to $12.00 for a 24 - 
quart crate.

Give cows a two-month dry 
period — to give them a rest and 
to assure greater annual pro- 
duction. 

Raise calves with milk-saving 
feeds — to produce more milk 
for human consumption with 
greater profit for dairy farmers. 
The value of milk saved for sale 
will be four to six times the cost 
of the feed. 

To acquaint dairy farmers with 
details of the program. National 
Dairy Products Corporation has 
prepared a 30-minute sound-slide 
color film and arrangements are 
being made to show it to every 
interested producer. The film 
demonstrates efficient produc- 
tion practices and portrays how 
they can be carried out. Posters 
for trucks and store windows, 
calling attention to the program, 
are being widely distributed in 
this area. Literature Is being 
sent to farmers along with their 
milk-payment checks and field- 
men are dlseminating informa- 
tion regarding the campaign in 
their 'producer contacts.

(2) The average grower should 
use a 3-12-6 at the rate of $00 
pounds per acre before planting.

Nash Ends Course 
At Marine School

Higher Hog Prices 

The support price for hogs has 
been increased from $13.25 to 
$13.75 per cwt. until September 
30, 1944, says the state AAA of- 
fice Celling prices on live hogs 
may have to be taken over by the 
Government if sufficient sup- 
plies do not move to market. OPA 
announced that the September 
15, 1943, ceiling price for yellow 
corn, which is five cents higher 
than the previous ceiling, became 
effective April 14 and will con- 
tinue as the top price the remain- 
der of the crop year terminating 
September 30, 1943. No further 
price increases may be expected 
this year. 



A farmer who acquires meat 
from a custom slaughterer with- 
out surrendering ration points, 
must provide the slaughterer 
with a certification intended to 
establish the fact that the meat 
he acquires is primarily for food 
for his family and was produced 
from livestock raised on the 
farm. 

One copy of the certification is 
filed by the slaughterer with the 
livestock producer's local ration 
board within five days after the 
meat is transferred, and the sec- 
ond copy is retained by the 
slaughterer. 

The certification signed by the 
farmer who raised the livestock 
must contain the following in- 
formation: 

His name, address, the address 
of his local board, and the date 
on whic h he acquires the food 
from the slaughterer. He must 
also state that the animal was 
kept at the place where he regu- 
larly lives or at the farm he owns 
or operates, prior to slaughtering, 
and show that — 

1. That he raised the animal 
from birth to the moment of 
slaughter, or 

2. He fed it for a period of at 
least sixty days immediately pre- 
ceding slaughtering, or 

3. He was in possession of the 
animal for a period immediately 
preceding slaughter during which 
he increased its weight by at 
least thirty-five per cent of the 
weight it had at the time he 
acquired it.

taurant, or similar commercial 
eating place. He may use meat 
and other rationed food from his 
farm's production on the same 
basis as employers who feed their 
employees In the household. 
Savings Anticipated 
By allowing fanners to use 
custom - slaughtering faculties 
without surrendering ration 
points for the meat acquired, 
OPA recognizes that slaughtering 
done at an abbatoir by a person 
regularly engaged in the busi- 
ness, is generally done under im- 
proved sanitary conditions. Use 
of these facilities will also result 
in a greater saving of slaughter- 
ing by-products for which there 
is now a great demand, and 
which meat farms are not equip- 
ped either to salvage or to mar- 
ket.

The pro- 
cedure will enable a farmer to 
buy reasonable amounts of need- 
ed items directly from his dealer 
without complicated forms. Ma- 
terials to be made available un- 
der the program include adjus- 
table wrenches, agricultural 
forks, auger bits, barbed wire, 
clevises, dehorning saws, fence 
pliers, garden hoes, batteries, mo- 
tors, grain scoops, grease guns, 
harness hardware, horse collars, 
nails, neck vokes, poultry netting, 
cold chisels, hog rings, knives, 
and many other products. 
CAN BUY ICE CREAM ALONE 

Retailers cannot force their 
customers to buy an equal 
amount of sherbet or any other 
frozen confection to obtain any 
given quantity of bulk or pack- 
aged ice cream, OPA and WFA 
have emphasized. This require- 
ment is a violation of the pro- 
hibition against tie-in sales un- 
der the General Maximum Price 
Regulation. 

FARMERS FIRST FOR GAS 

Anyperson in the State using 
gasoline for non-highway farm 
purposes will be given preference 
by a recent order of the Petrol- 
eum Administrator. The require- 
ments of any person who pre- 
sents valid E, R, or bulk coupons 
for motor fuel for non-highway 
farm uses will receive first con- 
sideration by all suppliers. A 10- 
day inventory restriction on fuel 
oil has also been removed, to per- 
mit stocks to be built up in prep- 
aration for next winter.

The operational set-up of the 
War Meat Program, designed to 
stamp out black marketing and 
provide for equitable distribution 
of existing supplies among the 
armed forces, lend-lease and civ- 
ilians, is to be revised immediate- 
ly according to a directive to the 
state USDA War Board from 
Chester C. Davis, Administrator, 
War Focd Administration. 

A state meat marketing super- 
visor, under the administrative 
direction of the state war board, 
will be responsible for the meat 
program in thestata. Area su- 
pervisors, under the direction of 
the state supervisor, will be res- 
ponsible for the proper adminis- 
tration of the program in desig- 
nated counties. These individ- 
uals are to be selected on the ba- 
sis of their knowledge of tl 
meat industry, education, a 
practical experience.

1944 LICENSES 
MADE OF FIBER 



Material Said Entirely Satis- 
factory; to End Use of 
Metal Tabs 



Crawley P. Joyner, . Jr., Com- 
missioner of the Division of Mo- 
tor Vehicles, has announced that 
motorists licensed in Virginia in 
the year 1944 will be issued two 
fibre license plates instead of 
the tiny metal tab and wind- 
shield sticker issued this year. 

The announcement followed 
several months of exhaustive 
study of fibre materials by the 
Division. In addition to tests of 
waterproof paints and varnishes. 
As a result of the study the new 
plates will first be treated with 
an impregnating varnish before 
the finishing colors are applied 
and the numerals embossed. 

Suitable Substitute 

Mr. Joyner Stated that while 
the Government had indicated 
that there would be enough steel 
for the manufacture of one plate 
for each vehicle, the Division 
considered it "a patriotic duty" 
to find some substitutte mater- 
ial in order that all possible steel 
be released for the manufacture 
of critical materials. He also 
pointed out that the fiber board 
from which the plates will be 
made is a home product. 

The new 1944 plates as now- 
designed will be 0.07 guage pulp 
fiber board, 11 3-4 x 5 7-16 in- 
ches with yellow background and 
the license numbers embossed in 
black. This board is manufac- 
tured under enormous pressure 
and by cutting the license blank 
with the grain running length- 
wise, the plate will withstand 
the ordinary wear and tear of 
the road and is not liable to 
breakage as has been the case 
with some types of composition 
material. 

Said Satisfactory 

During the 1942-43 license sea- 
son the Division issued licenses

Accidents Can Be Prevented 
by SimpleCare, Major 
Woodson Says 



Pages, Is Commissioned 

Pedro Pages of 311 22nd Street 
Virginia Beach, upon completion 
of the intensive 13-week course 
for officer candidates at the 
Quartermaster School at Camp 
Lee, has been commissioned a 
second lieutenant in the Army 
of the United States. 

Under rigorous conditions, he 
underwent the Quartermaster 
School course of instruction in 
all quartermaster activities.which 
emphasizes military training, 
physical hardening and mastery 
of weapons, varying from a .30 
calibre rifle to the 37mm. gun,? 
Candidates at the school are 
chosen by boards throughout the 
Army. Selection is based upon 
initiative, military aptitude, in- 
telligence, civilian experience 
and Army record. 



MajoT*Charles W. Woodson, 
Jr., Superintendent of State Po- 
lice has called the attention of 
the driving public to the large 
number of railroad grade cross- 
ing accidents which, in Virginia 
alone, during the year 1942 took 
the lives of 28 persons, and se- 
riously injured 43 while reports 
for the first few months of 1943 
show that 10 lives have been al- 
ready lost in grade crossing ac- 
cidents. Not only is the loss of 
life unnecessary and deplorable 
but. Major Woodson reports that 
in the latter accidents fires re- 
sulted which endangered thou- 
sands of dollars worth of valua- 
ble railroad equipment which is 
now irreplaceable. 

Major Woodson called atten- 
tion to the National Safety 
Council report for the nation 
which shows that an average of 
19 motorists are killed or injured 
at grade crossings daily. Total 
grade crossing accidents for the 
nation each year amount to an 
average of 4000, resulting in 
death of 1875 occupants of ve- 
hicles and injuries to 4700 others. 
In addition. Major Woodson 
pointed out 200 of these accidents 
caused derailment of passenger 
or freight trains and the resul- 
tant delay in the all-important 
transportation of men and ma- 
terials needed for the war ef- 
fort. . 

Freight Trains Delayed 

Because of grade crossing 
carelessness the National Safety 
council estimates that 702 freight 
trains throughout the nation 
are delayed each month—an av- 
erage of 460 hoyrs, while 435 
passenger or troop trains are de- 
layed 200 hours each month.

His personal 
history will be published, as well 
as any interesting details of hla 
life in the service, his rank, 
awards, etc. Copies of the news- 
paper will be sent to the man or 
woman so featured and to hia 
local residence.

Clubhouse and will send at least 
one gift package to a local ser- 
viceman each week. Details of 
the program are now being 
worked out with Mr. Kelly by a 
Lions Club committee appointed 
by Joseph Crosswhite, president, 
and a similar group appointed 
by John H. Bell, president of the 
Rotarians.

DIM-OUT 

Thosewho live in perpetual 
darkness, develop acuter percep- 
tion in other senses. We who 
are living III dimmed out cities 
and towns are developing an ac- 
uter perception, too. 

When the little street lights 
blink out, we draw together in 
closer companionship, in a real- 
ization of our dependence one 
upon the other. Our sense of 
jieighborliness become more ac- 
lute. 

» When we come into the dark- 
ened bus station or when we walk 
along the blackened streets of 
Virginia Beach, we notice this 
new feeling of friendliness. There 
Is less hurry, less rush, more po- 
liteness, more consideration. Peo- 
ple talk together, where before 
they have ignored each other's 
existence. There is a feeling of 
nelghborliness in the air. We are 
tied in bonds of common dan- 
ger. 

Our manner of living, too, has 
been dimmed out by the war. 
Those things we thought essen- 
tial, for which we have fought, 
are put aside. We are already 
restricted in many of our liber- 
ties and we know that before 
long, we will have to dim out 
other privileges. 

• But, as our eyes have become 
accustomed to the darkened 
streets, to the absence of the 
strong lights which detracted 
from the details of the every day 
scenes, we have learned to see 
with other eyes, to know what 
we truly believed. As the ma- 
terial things have been taken 
from us, we have learned to use 
the senses of our hearts and 
minds.

tions were dying like flies from 
infectious diseases, the cynics de- 
rided the men who sought to re- 
move the cause of such maligant 
evils, knowing that if the cause 
was not found, the human race 
stood to perish. 

War is a plague. It is a dis- 
ease that threatens to destroy 
mankind. It must be stopped. 
Idealism alone won't stop it. 
Like plague, it can only be 
stopped by science, in this case 
the science of business relations 
between nations. Today we have 
our cynics who declare that war 
is "human nature." And since 
night and day to remove the 
cause of war. They are not 
blinded by illusions or ideals — 
they are scientists in their field. 
They are the men who believe 
that through international trade 
lies permanent peace. Their be- 
lief is founded on research and 
experiment. At present the 
work of these men is spearheaded 
by what is known as the Trade 
Agreements Act. This Act will 
be before Congress in June for 
renewal. If it is not renewed, or 
if it is crippled by restrictive 
amendments, the hands of the 
scientists of peace will be tied.

Never again need 
American men leave the girls 
they love or the homes and fami- 
lies they cherish to die for dem- 
mocracy They need not — but 
they most asuredly will unless 
this nation wholeheartedly leads 
the way in re-establishing peace 
on a practicable basis. That ba- 
sis is trade. The world will 
build the future on that basis, or 
mankind stands to perish' from 
the earth. 

DON'T WORK FOR THE 
SABOTEUR 

Spring clean-up time has ar- 
rived. Attics, basements and gar- 
ages cluttered with a winter's ac- 
cumulation of rubbish should be 
cleaned out now. They are fire 
hazards that promote the pro- 
cesses of combustion with the ap- 
proach of warm, humid weather. 

Fire prevention is of the great- 
est importance. The busiest war 
worker can find time for a thor- 
ough spring cleaning of His prem- 
ises. Preventable fires which de- 
stroy irreplaceable property, to 
say nothing of human life, are 
utterly inexcusable. They slow 
dow nthe war effort far more 
than most of us realize. When 
a home is destroyed by fire, one 
or more persons lives, if not in- 
terrupted permanently by death, 
are inevitably interrupted for a 
measurable period while a resi- 
dence is being re-established. 

Each spring, communities 
throughout the nation conduct 
fire prevention clean-up cam- 
paigns. No estimate can be made 
of the actual cash value repre- 
sented by the saving of life and 
the improvement in health and 
property resulting from these 
annual campaigns. They re- 
move disease-breeding conditions 
which might cause pestilence, In 
addition to eliminating fire haz- 
ards which might result in con- 
flagrations. 

Removing rubbish may not be 
as spectacular as catching a sab- 
oteur, but the beneficial result 
is the same. A fire is a fire no 
mater how it started. If through 
stupidness and neglect on the 
part of otherwise patriotic citi- 
zens, valuable property is de- 
stroyed, it simply means that the 
saboteur can rest in his lair with 
a cynical chuckle.

As Newsweek points out, 
the OPA worries about prices, the 
Office of Defense Transportatiqn 
about shipments, the Food Dis- 
tribution Administration about 
allocation, the Department of 
Agriculture about production, the 
War Manpower Commission 
about farm labor, and the War 
Production Board about farm 
machinery. Over all reigns the 
Washington war of politics, with 
officials of one agency seeking 
to grab powers and prestige of 
other agencies, while people in 
some sections of the country 
face food shortages. It is a pit-

Sailing Vessel Owned by 
Red Cross Now on High Seas 
With 204,000 Parcels 

Somewhere on the high seas, 
one of the last of the four mast- 
ed sailing vessels is enroute to 
Lisbon. Portugal, with a cargo of 
204.000 prisoners of war food 
parcels — more than 800 tons of 
rich-in-vitimins food for U. S. 
and Allied captives behind the 
barbed wire enclosures of enemy 
prison camps. 

From Portugad, the packages 
will be reshipped to "Geneva. 
Switzerland, from which point 
they will be distributed by the 
International Red Cross Com- 
mittee to greatful recipients who 
each week receive one of the 11 
pound packages. 

Contents of the parcels have 
been designed by American Red 
Cross nutritionists to get the 
most food into the smallest pack- 
age — food which will offset the 
vitamin deficiency of prison fare, 
and prevent occurrence of defi- 
ciency diseases such as scurvy, 
beri-be'rl, pellagra and nutritional 
anemia. , 

Transportation has been the 
greatest problem in the American 
Red Cross prisoner of war food 
parcel problem. Ships of neutral 
registry have always been used, 
but their availability has become 
scarce — especially for Atlantic 
crossings. A partial solution to 
this problem has been reached in

The ships will fly 
the Swiss Flag— a white cross on 
a field of red. On the sides of 
the ship, the Red Cross emblem, 
a reverse of the Swiss flag — Red 
Cross on a white field — will be 
prominently painted. 

The first of the ships purchas- 
ed by the subsidiary was the 
Caritas I, which cleared Phila- 
delphia In March with a cargo 
of 270,000 food parcels. 

Despite the difficulty , in ob- 
taining ships of neutral registry 
for transportation of the food 
parcels ,the clearance of the Car- 
ItasI, marked the beginning of 
the 100th trip of ships loaded 
with Red Cross food parcels. . 

The four masted, steel sailing 
bark, now on the high seas with 
its relief cargo is the Foz do Dou- 
ro, of neutral Portuguese registry. 
The cargo is part, of nearly 2,00,- 
000 prisoners of war packages 
which have gone from America 
to Americans and other United 
Nations prisoners of war. Use of 
the sailing vessel has been neces- 
sitated by the shortage of ships 
and the fact the Foz do Duro Is 
flying the fla gof Portugal, one 
of the few remaining neutrals. 

A crew of deepwater sailing 
seamen were brought from neu-, 
tral Portugal to navigate the Foz 
do Douro. The captain, the first 
officer and the boatswain were 
flown to 'America by clipper 
plane to take over commad of the 
vessel. 

The Foz do Douro was form- 
erly the Abraham Rydberg of 
Swedish registry. She was used 
by the Swedish government as a 
cadet training ship of Sweden's 
merchant marine. 

Efforts are now being made by 
the American Red Cross and the 
International Committee to route 
the prisoner of war laden ships 
direct to Mediterranean ports, In 
order to eliminate the loading 
and unloading of the cargoes in 
Lisbon. Reshipment of the par- 
cels Is done with permission of 
the belligerent powers, all of 
which are notified six days prior 
a sailing from Lisbon. A round 
trip from Lisbon to Marseilles is 
twenty-three days, and the round 
trip from Lisbon to Genoa re- 
quires twenty-seven days. If the 
ships are routed direct, it will 
cut this much time off from the 
overall trip from an American 
port to a Mediterranean port.

"The house-fly. whose pres- 
ence in great numbers in late 
spring, summer early autumn 
has been complacently tolerated 
until comparatively recent years, 
is a very prolific insect. It lays 
120 eggs at a time and in warm 
weather 'a new generation is pro- 
duced every ten days.' Thus, the 
offspring of a single female fly 
during one season can reach al- 
most astronomical figures. Com- 
mon sense teaches that the time 
to swat the fry is upon 'its' first 
appearance in .the beginning of 
spring. With the slaying of a 
single female fly at this time, in- 
numerable millions of flies that 
otherwise might come to life, 
have lost their chance to exist," 
states Dr. I. C. Riggin, State 
Health Commissioner. 

'The house-fly breeds or feeds 
upon^ilth as well as food. Cours- 
ing over the contents of unpro- 
tected toilets and other contam- 
inated localities, in his quest for 
food the fly then travels over 
accessible food stuff. The dis- 
ease germs clinging to its legs 
thus are transplanted to exposed 
food and drink which, when con- 
sumed by members of the family- 
including babies and young chil- 
dren, make possible the develop- 
ment of typhoid fever, dysentery 
and other intestinal diseases. 

"In cities and towns, where 
modern sewage disposal facili- 
ties exist, and where the screen- 
ing of home is the usual practice, 
the harmful possibilities of the 



fly somewhat are reduced. De- 
spite this fact, every city dweller 
should consider the fly as a po- 
tential enemy and swat those 
that come within swatting dis- 
tance inside the home or on his 
property. Indeed, were this sug- 
gestion at this time of -the year 
Conscientiously applied by both 
city and country folk, the . fly 
population could be enormously 
reduced, and its power to cause 
disease diminished accordingly. 

"While effective screening and 
protection of food against the 
fly is essential in cities, it is 
doubly so on farms and towns 
lacking central sewage disposal 
facilities. Fly-tight privies (plans

(Continued Prom Page One) 
cessive, approve or reject future 
applicatidhs, and obtain compli- 
ance with the meat regulations. 
Situation Said Critical 
"The meat situation is critical," 
Mr. Davis said. We must obtain 
meat for our soldiers, sailors and 
marines, and for our allies, as 
well as assume that meat is made 
available in legitimate channels 
of distribution to meet civilian 
rationing requirements. 

To do this in the face of in- 
creasing demand from civilian 
consumers and to avoid black 
markets it is necessary that live- 
stock be routed into normal com- 
mercial channels, that the 
slaughter permit system and the 
consumer rationing program be 
made to work effectively, and 
that sanitation be observed in 
handling meat to prevent waste 
and conserve by-products."

ADEQUATE PLANNED STORAGE SPACE IS IM- 
PORTANT, if your Victory Garden and the glass- 
ing you do from its products are to be of real war* 
time usefulness. The foods you preserve for use 
when your garden's productive season is over will 
not only maintain a health-building diet for your 
family, but help us share mora rationed foods with 
the Fighting Forces and our Allies. Glassed foods 
kept behind doors, under the bod, and in other 
makeship storage places suffer considerable lost 
through cracking, breakage and swelling. 

PUN STORAGE FOR MORE THAN THIS YEAR 
because our food-sharing program will bo needed 
long after the peace is written. In many instances 
yew wiH need to bo quit* ingenious, particularly in 
an apartment, smal house, or housekeeping rooms. 
Do give some time, thought, and a little money 
now to planning storage, and bo sure to observe 
these "musts": COOL as possible in summer; 
WARM in winter: DRY at ell times; VENTILATED. 

IDEAL SPACE is a cedar under the house, or an 
out-building. But the end of a porch could bo on- 
closed, or a cupboard bunt on to outside of tho 
house. Tho space to bo as convenient and dose to 
kitchen as possible. It should have tight weds and 
floors. Flattened out corrugated boxes can bo 
tacked over cracks. If several thicknesses are need- 
ed, teal thorn together with sodium silicate from 
tho drug store. If you are worried about winter 
cold, malm waH spaces at least 4 inches thick and 
fil with dry sawdust or rock wool. If you build 
shelves at porch end or outside the house working) 
from inside of shelves out, use wind-break paper, 
boards, building paper, then your outside clap- 
board or building shingles. If you use part of tho 
basement whore there is a furnace, partition off 
tho part for storage so the temperature can bo 
■opt below 50 degrees. Arrange, screened, ao- 
justabte ventilation at top and bottom. If there is 
o window, covor it with optojuo popor to provont

the shelf. The shelf should be 12 inches deep, and 
allow 2 to 8 inches of clearance space in height. 
Support shelves at 30-inch intervals. Sagging 
shelves can be disastrous! Provide shelves early so 
empty jars can be cleaned and properly capped 
ready for glassing. 

FOR CONVENIENCE AND SAFETY arrange safe 
artificial light, have a hand rail and light on tho 
steps to basement, see that steps are straight, firm 
and give a good tread. Do not make top shsff 
over 72 inches from floor; hav» shelves so that they 
can be easily cleaned. Permanent shelves are best, 
bat portable shelves are excellent in temporary 
quarters. 

PLAN ARRANGEMENT FOR YOUR JARS so they 
can bo easily located (and admired!) Determine 
your own arrangement, but do use continuity in 
your placement. Keep fruits, tomatoes, leafy vege- 
tables and other groups together. Set aside one 
shelf for your select jars. At the end of the shelf* 
post a menu or two for quick reference. Perhaps 
you have need for a shelf to hold convalescent or 
baby foods, or a supply shelf of lunch-box needs. 
NOTE: Storage facilities in mounds, trenches, pits 
above and below the ground, structures for fresh 
fruit, root vegetables, etc., will bo discussed m 
later bosons.
